The Certificated Employe Council 
(CEC) and representatives of Lompoc 
Unified School District appeared headed 
into the eye of a storm in salary 
negotiations 
scheduled 
to 
resume 
Thursday. 
Sources within the CEC and close to 
the teacher representative group, today 
said teachers would demonstrate to 
indicate their displeasure with the 
progress of negotiations. The place and 
time of the demonstration if it comes 
about and the character of it were not 
immediately clear. 
The confrontation has erupted over 
the 
action 
of 
the 
school 
board’s 
representative, assistant superintendent 
Alice Milligan, in offering teachers an 
additional $200 in fringe benefits, hut 
nothing in terms of salary increases. 
Last 
Friday, 
after 
an 
action 
on 
Thursday, Mrs. Milligan told the Record 
that the meeting was the first and that 
she had taken the opportunity to deal 
with fringe benefits. She implied, but 
would not be pinned down on the 
possibility that she would come into a 
future meeting with CEC and make an 
offer directly on salaries. 
Officials of Lompoc Federation of 
Teachers (LFT) have been outspoken in 
criticizing the school board’s action. The 
E 
p was joined yesterday by Lompoc 
:ation Association in criticizing 
Mrs. Milligan’s action on May 1. 
In a press release issued today, LEA 
officials stated: 


•The CEC presented its proposals to 
the LUSD Board of Trustees on Jan. 10, 
as requested by the District with the 
understanding that an early settlement 
was the objective. 
“A more than adequate period of time 
has elapsed for the Board to research, 
analyze, and respond to these proposals 
This unwarranted delay represents a 
lack of respect for teachers and for the 
meet and confer process. 
“The counter proposal received by 
CEC from the Board’s representative on 
May I, is totally inadequate and lacking 
in good faith. 
“The end of the school year is 
imminent. It is imperative that round 
the clock’ negotiations be used to 
achieve a fair settlement. Teachers 
have every right to know the terms of 
their next year’s employment prior to 
. the close of school." 
School will end the first week in June 
Before the first of the year both LFT 
and LEA presented salary requests to 
the school board in public meetings as 
required 
by 
law. 
Both 
requests 
approximated 20 some per cent increase 
directly on 
salaries, 
although 
the 
administration and the teacher groups 
have 
never 
agreed 
on 
the exact 
percentage. 
The nine-mender CEC which is 
composed of representatives of the LEA 
and 
LFT, 
then came up with a 
composite request. One source close to 
the CEC put the figure at about 22 per 
cent, but Mrs. Milligan said last week it 
was 26.5 per cent increase directly for 
salaries.

U.S.suspends 
plane removals 


BANGKOK (UPI) - The United 
States 
agreed 
today 
to 
suspend 
temporarily 
the 
removal 
of 
U.S. 
warplanes flown to Thailand by fleeing 
South Vietnamese air force pilots But 
the agreement came after the United 
States already had removed the most 
valuable jet planes. 
Thailand’s Prime Minister Kukrit 
Pram jo demanded the United States 
halt removal of the planes which are 
also claimed by the new Viet Cong 
government in Saigon as war booty. But 
as he spoke the carrier USS Midway was 
sailing out of Thai waters with a load of 
them. 
A U.S. Embassy spokesman said 
Ambassador Edward E. Masters had 
agreed to a "temporary suspension" of 
the removal of further planes and added 
that it was normal practice for the Thai 
and U.S. governments to consult on ship 
' and plane movements in and out of the 
country. 
The spokesman declined to make any 
comment on the whereabouts of the

or 
Kukrit’s 
statements, 
referring all questions to Washington. 
Hanoi warned Thailand tonight that 
“it must bear the serious consequences" 
for allowing South Vietnamese military 
aircraft at U Tapao airbase to be taken

Cardinal Mindszenty dies 
in complete, total exile 


VIENNA (UPI) - Cardinal Jozsef 
Mindszenty died today in what he called 
complete and total exile from his 
, beloved Hungary where he became a 
worldwide symbol of resistance to 
Communism at height of the Cold War. 
He was 83. 


Mindszenty became an international 
figure 
during 
the 
1956 
Hungarian 
revolution when Hungarian Freedom 
Fighters released him from life impris­ 
onment and Russian intervention in the 
revolution forced him to seek refuge in 
the U.S. Legation in Budapest where he 
remained for 15 years. 


He was freed from the legation only 
four years ago under an amnesty 
agreement with the Communists. He 
wrote in his memoirs that he would have 
remained there in perpetual asylum but 
that 
President 
Richard 
M. 
Nixon 
convinced him he was an unwelcome 
guest, a barrier to detente. 


A spokesman at the palace of Vienna's 
Archbishop-Cardinal Frant Koenig said 
Mindszenty died in a Vienna hospitalat

(6:15 a.m. PDT>. The

The Board of Supervisors agreed 
Monday to approve a proposed record- 
shattering $102,3 million proposed 1975- 
76 county budget, but only with the 
understanding that all five members 
“will be looking for places to reduce it 
at public hearings beginning June 4. 
Budget 
recom m endations 
by 
Administrative Officer Raymond D 
Johnson add up to a $1 22 tax rate boost 
per 
$100 
assessed 
valuation, 
an 
increase seen as shattering to taxpayers 
now fairly hard-pressed to pay a $2.78 
levy for county government alone 
County-Auditor 
Paul 
Floyd 
has 
advised that under state law mandating 
tax 
limitation 
for 
counties, 
the 
maximum allowable tax rate for the 
coming fiscal year starting July 1 could 
be as high as $4.03. 
But Board chairman Francis H. 
Beattie and his four colleagues on the 
board seemed determined Monday to 
shift funding and cut expenditures to the 
point where a major boost might be 
averted 
County Taxpayers’ Assn spokesman 
Chet Knutila called on the supervisors to 
include special district budgets in their 
close scrutiny before adoption of the 
budget. He said he felt tax levies of 
some of the districts might well be cut in 
order to help take the tax burden from 
the General Fund budget supported by 
taxpayers. 
T^ie supervisors directed Johnson to 
provide a more detailed program prior 
to budget hearings as to areas where the 
budget could be reduced, or funding 
alternatives be set up to lessen the tax 
impact. 
Johnson pointed out in his budget 
m e ssa g e 
th at 
h is 
budget 
recommendations 
were 
fiscally 
sound" and enabled the county “to meet 
its mandatory responsibilities.” 
He felt the board would have to make 
“tough policy decisions” to avert a tax 
rate boost to the maximum allowable 
under state law. 
Revenue reductions totaling over $3 3 
m illion 
are 
accom panied 
by 
recommended appropriation boosts up 
some $7.8 million, Johnson said. This 
adds up to a $11.1 million "gap, 
he 
showed, requiring that much more in 


taxes to finance the recommended 
budget. 
In speaking of the difficulty of keeping 
the 1975-76 tax rate under the maximum 
allowable, Johnson showed that the 
proposed budget doesn’t even allow for 
any across-the-board salary boosts for 
the more than 3,000 county employes. 
Employe 
groups 
are 
currently 
negotiating for salary increases based 
largely in the major increase in cost of 
living during the past year. 
Even so, on the basis of new pay 
adjustments and an added 122 budgeted 
positions as recommended, including 103 
more employes for public protection, 
salaries and employe benefits total $42.1 
million in the proposed budget, or $3 
million over the current figure. Any 
across the board salary boost would add 
millions more to the $42 million figure 
The budget allows for addition of 18 
more deputy sheriffs at a total cost of 
more than a quarter of a million dollars. 
The board had slashed these positions 
from the budget proposals of the sheriff 
last summer. 
Johnson said net county costs for 
public protection are up $2 million under 
the proposed budget. Provision must be 
made for added positions to staff the 
county’s new rehabilitation detention 
facility near Santa Maria slated to open 
by Aug 1,1976. 
Public assistance projections are up 
about $300,000 in county costs, with the 
food stamp program being expanded at 
a rapid rate. 
Availability of revenue-sharing funds 
has been a major factor in tax rates the 
past few years The rate went down 82 
cents in 1973-74 due to availability of $7 9 
million in revenue sharing money The 
year before that there were $2 5 million 
in fund balances used to cut the rate 14 
cents 
Last year the rate boost that might 
have totaled $1.06 was held to 14 cents 
due to $2.5 million in revenue sharing 
money and $1 million one-time Medi-Cal 
settlement 
These 
funds 
aren’t 
available 
to 
cushion the blow this year that is 
flattening the General Fund 
Special district budgets over which 
the supervisors have control are up from 
$11.6 million to $12.7 million in the 
proposed budget.

Les 
Aspin, D-Wis., said South Vietnam 
military aid is a moot issue and called 
the overall cut “phony.” 
The committee voted to give the 
Pentagon all of the $948.5 million it 
asked to develop the controversial B1 
bomber. It pared $45 million from the 
$2.7 billion sought for development of 
the Trident submarine and its missile 
system.

SANTA BARBARA (UPI) - About 
500 University of California at Santa 
Barbara students marched in front of 
the administration building Monday, 
chanting for the removal of Chancellor 
Vernon I. Cheadle and protesting the 
arrests of 25 students who staged a sit-in 
at the school’s computer center Sunday 
night. 
The students chanted "Cheadle must 
go, Cheadle must go" when they learned 
the chancellor had canceled a meeting 
scheduled for Monday. The march 
followed a noon rally in the university’s 
Free Speech area. 
Some 20 students took over the 
computer center for three hours Sunday 
night, protesting the cutback of funds for 
Black and Chicano studies. Fifteen 
helmeted and club-wielding campus 
police officers used bolt cutters to snap 
the locks, and entered the building 
shortly after midnight. 
Twenty persons inside the computer 
center were arrested along with five 
protesters who were outside They were 
charged with failure to disperse and 
interfering with a police officer.

R epublican 
congressional leaders he is "damn 
mad" that there is some American 
resistance

Congressional leaders quoted Ford as 
saying the concept of the resettlement 
effort is "morally right. 
The President’s views were relayed to 
reporters by Senate Republican leader 
Hugh Scott following a meeting in the 
Cabinet Room with GOP leaders 
In 
a 
hearing 
before 
a 
House 
subcommittee on immigration Monday, 
the touchy issue of what the United 
States should do with the 
150,000 
refugees that have fled South Vietnam 
got 
a 
thorough 
airing 
The 
administration asked Congress to spend 
$507 million for resettlement of the 
refugees. The hearing resumes today. 
"It makes me damn mad," Scott 
quoted the President as saying. "It just 
bums me up. these great humanitarians. 
Now, damn it, they just turn their 
backs.” 
Ford, using some of the strongest 
language of his presidency, also told the 
meeting: 
“We didn’t do it with the Hungarians, 
we didn’t do it with the Cubans and, 
damn it, we re not going to do it now 
Scott said that Ford thought it was 
"shocking and amazing 
that there 
would be opposition to the refugee 
program and that such criticism would 
erupt A UPI survey of congressional 
offices over the weekend showed that 
several lawmakers have been deluged 
with antirefugee mail and telephone 
calls. 
Asked if racism had played a part in 
some of the antagonism, Scott said, 
“Some nastiness has erupted -n ot a 
great deal, but enough to make you sick 
I think it’s regrettable ’’ 
Scott insisted that he had hardly any 
antirefugee 
mail 
and 
said 
that 
"Congress will soon learn the innate 
sense of decency and morality of the 
American people 
Ford also defended the last U.S. 
ambassador to Saigon, Graham Martin, 
who has come under severe criticism for 
allegedly delaying evacuation until the 


last possible moment on grounds that 
the withdrawal would cause panic and 
endanger Americans. 
“The President spoke with great pride 
that Ambassador Martin, who has a 
strong personality, successfully con­ 
ducted” the evacuation program, Scott 
said. 
Scott also said that Ford feels “very 
strongly” that the United States has a 
“moral and legal obligation'’ towards 
the refugees Scott said that any thought 
that the refugees should be sent back 
home is “callous.”

and said that the placement of the 
refugees will be thinly spread out to 
lessen the economic impact on certain 
depressed areas of the country 
Dean told the meeting of the normal 
immigration into the country annually, 
indicating that some 130,000 refugees 
would not put a strain on the nation. 


Some 20,000 refugees have already 
arrived in the United States and of that 
number, 11,000 have been "processed 
into American society," Brown said. 
There remains in excess of 100,000 on 
Guam, Wake Island and still at sea who 
will eventually be absorbed.

Tanjug did not comment on the 
condition of the prisoners but said 
inmates freed previously from Con Son 
were often unable to walk erect because 
of muscles crippled by lack of use.

whole tone was indeed that this 
was senior officials in the

House," 
he 
said, 
refusing

specific 
examples other than the orders 
by then White House aide John 
Ehrlichman 
that 
the 
CIA 
provide spy materials to the 
White 
House 
plurtnbers. 
Schlesinger made the comment 
after 
testifying 
to 
the 
Rockefeller Commission Mon­ 
day. 
—Secretary of State Henry 
Kissinger, who also testified 
before 
the 
commission 
in 
closed session Monday, told 
r e p o r te r s 
d o m e stic 
surveillance was never ordered 
or authorized by him or the 
National Security Council —the 
White House agency with the 
responsibility for the CIA. He 
added: “ In my period of being 


in Washington, the National 
Security 
Council 
did 
not 
concern itself with domestic 
intelligence and therefore this 
is not a subject that could be 
pursued“ with the commission. 
—Rockefeller, 
while 
not 
com m enting 
d irectly 
on 
domestic surveillance, said the 
commission was trying to get 
the “flow of requests back and 
fourth” between the White 
H o u se, 
th e 
NSC 
and 
presidential advisers. “Various 
things happened under various 
circumstances," 
Rockefeller 
said. “This didn’t start with 
(formerPresident) Nixon." He 
added: 
“There were many 
channels from the CIA to the 
White House.” 
—Former CIA Director Rich­ 
ard Helms said earlier in 
congressional 
testimony 
he 
was under direct pressure from 
President Lyndon Johnson and 
later from the Nixon adminis­ 
tration to undertake domestic 
surveillance of antiwar groups 
during the late 1960s. 
The statements, taken toge­ 
ther, indicate the CIA acted 
sometimes at the behest of a 
chief executive and at other 
times on orders of top White 
House aides working outside 
the National Security Council.

Compromise strip mining 
measure again before Ford 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - A 
strip mining bill similar to one 
vetoed by President Ford in 
December is on its way to his 
desk again —but this time a 
veto could provoke a congres­ 
sional override. 
The compromise legislation, 
which supporters say takes 
care of some of Ford’s earlier 
objections, received final ap­ 
proval in the Senate Monday 
and is expected to be sent to 
Ford by the House later this 
week. 
“The modifications made by 
the conferees go a long way 
toward meeting the problems 
cited by President Ford as 
reasons for his veto,” said Sen. 
Henry Jackson, D-Wash. “I see 
no reason why the President 
should not sign (the bill) when 
it reaches his desk.” 
But the President expressed 
his displeasure with many of its 
provisions as late as last 
month. 
If Ford again vetoes the bill, 
he would face a stiff congres­ 
sional test to sustain the action. 
The original versions this year 
passed the Senate by an 84-13 
vote and the House by a 333-86 
vote, both margins well over 
the two-thirds that would be 
necessary to override a veto.

Strip mining is a method by 


which topsoil is scraped away 
by bulldozers, allowing easy 
extraction of the mineral by 
giant shovels.

alcoholism clinic in Florida. 
Monday was his first day back 
in Congress.

Sent to the floor by votes of 7-2 
and 7-5, the Berryhill measures 
would repeal wholesale and 
retail minimum prices and 
include provisions forbidding 
the sale of milk below the cost 
of production.

The prosecutors’ resolution 
on possession of marijuana for 
personal use suggested that the 
crime should "be no greater 
than a misdemeanor."

“The prosecutors of Cali­ 
fornia have decided it is time to 
bring out criminal laws in line

Busch said. “ As

D-San Leandro, author of the 
legislation (AB177 >, said its 
passage would "plug a major 
tax loophole" which has been 
on the books for nearly 47

The bill, which cleared the 
Senate on a 30-9 vote Thursday, 
would eliminate such depletion 
allowances for the 19 largest oil 
producers in California —those 
making more than $35 million 
annually. 
Lockyer said elimination of 
the tax “loophole” enjoyed by 
the large oil companies would 
bring in an estimated $43 
million in taxes.

Many physicians supported the boycott twit others paid the 
new rates, which were as much as 400 per cent higher than 
last year, with anesthetists paying the most.

Last of Three Stooges, 
Moe Howard, dies at 78 


Brown changes farm labor bill 


HOLLYWOOD (UPI) - Fu­ 
neral services were held today 
for Мое Howard, the eye- 
gouging, face-slapping leader 
of the Three Stooges comedy 
act, whose slapstick antics 
entertained three generations. 
The 78-year-old Howard, the 
last of the Stooges, died of lung 
cancer Sunday night at Holly­ 
wood Presbyterian Hospital, a 
day after he was admitted. 
Born 
in 
Brooklyn, 
N.Y., 
Howard began his career with 
minor dramatic roles on a 
Mississippi River showboat in 
1914, but soon switched to 
comedy as a single stooge in 
1921. 
He was joined two years 
later by his brother, Shemp 
Howard, and in 1925 by Larry 
Fine. The Three Stooges went 
on to slug, punch, hit, slap and 
clown their way through 204 
movies that were re-run on 
television countless times. 
In 1932, Shemp was replaced 
by another brother, Curly, 
whose name did not match his 
bald-headed look. Curly died in 
1952 and Shemp died three 
years later. Joe DeRita later 
completed the trio. 
The Stooges came to Holly- 


wood in 1930 with Ted Healy to 
star in their first movie. “Soup 
to Nuts,” which was written by 
Rube Goldberg. 
Less than a month ago, 
Howard completed his autobio­ 
graphy. Constantly active, he. 
often visited the frizzy-haired 
Fine at the Motion Picture and 
Televison Country Home and 
Hospital in Woodland Hills, 
Calif They would often do old 
routines together, especially 
for benefits Fine died at the 
home last January. 
Howard is survived by his 
widow, Helen, a daughter, Joan 
Mauer, a son, Paul, of New 
York, and three grandchildren

NEW YORK (UPI) - There 
is a touch of irreverence m 
most baseball players. Maybe 
it's because of all the adulation 
they receive. Whatever the 
reason is, they aren’t the least 
bit bashful when it comes to 
offering strong, frank opinions 
on sex, the world economy, how 
the food has gone downhill at 
Sloppy Joe’s, almost anything 
But there's one subject which 
brings them to a full stop and 
that’s the subject of fear They 
shy away from it the same way 
bull fighters and auto race 
drivers do. 
The most common fear is the 
fear of getting hit with the ball, 
yet the first thing a player has 
to do to become any kind of a 
hitter is conquer that fear. 
Other fears beset players as 
well, the kind people sitting in 
the stands never even imagine 
Some years back the Bal­ 
timore Orioles uncovered what 
they thought was one of the 
finest young pitching prospects 
in the country. His name was 
Bruce Swango and he threw a 
baseball so hard, you didn’t see 
it, all you did was hear it. 
‘There was only one trou­ 
ble,” says Paul Richards, who 
ran the Orioles then. "He had 
done all his pitching before only 
a handful of people, and as soon 
as he had to work before any 
kind of crowd, he got nervous 
and simply couldn’t throw the 
ball the way he should ' 
Bruce 
Swango 
was 
from 
Welch, Okla., (pop 483). He 
had a big-league arm, but never 
pitched in a single big-league 
game. The Orioles signed him 
May 24, 1955 and released him 
on July 30 the same summer 
Fear doesn’t only take hold of 
untried rookies. 
Bill Mazeroski, the Pirates 
former second baseman who 
was so quick and so good 
making the double play that the 
other ballplayers used to stop 
whatever they were doing to 
watch him, says the most 
uptight he ever was in his life 
was once during infield prac­ 
tice. It happened during his 
first 
All-Star 
appearance 
Mazeroski could see and sense 
all the other All-Stars looking 
at him 
He knew what they 
were saying to each other 
"Watch this guy make the 
double play!” Bill Mazeroski 
says that was the most "fear 
he ever 
experienced on 
a 
ballfield — fear of failure 
Johnny Bench, certainly one 
of the top players in the game 
today, 
confesses 
he 
was 
gripped by a certain sense of 
fear before reaching the big 
leagues 
"Looking back, I'd say it was 
fear of failure,” he says. 
At 
17, they were saying I was 
going to be Cincinnati s next 
catcher. 
It 
frightened 
me 
Maybe I didn’t value myself as 
highly as they did. I d never 
been around big-league ball­ 
players and I was in awe of 
them 
"Dale Mitchell was the first 
major leaguer 1 ever met. I 
was 11 or 12, and he was giving 
a clinic at Fort Cobb, Okla , 18 
miles from my home 
My 
father drove my two older 
brothers and myself in the back 
of a pickup truck to this clinic, 
and Dale Mittchell gave this 
clinic and talked about hitting 
and fielding He seemed human 
enough to me. 1 felt respect for 
him, and some awe. 


Along with fear of failure, 
ballplayers sometimes experi­ 
ence a reverse feeling, a fear of 
success, and there are those 
who believe this is what caused 
Steve Blass’ decline after he 
pitched Pittsburgh to a world 
championshhip lour years ago 
Harvey 
Haddix, 
now 
the 
pitching coach with Cleveland, 
always stressed the mental 
aspect of pitching when he was 
the pitching coach with the 
Mets He’d frequently talk to 
Tom Seaver about success and 
failure and how both are tied in 
with some degree of fear 
“Know 
yourself,” 
Haddix 
would tell Seaver “When you 
know yourself, and your limita­ 
tions, you have nothing really 
to fear because then you re 
sure what you can do and what 
you can't do 
Somewhere along the line, all 
ballplayers, 
every 
human 
being, knows fear of some kind 
The late Paul Waner once 
told me the only reason he e v er 


took a drink before a ball game 
was to get his ccurage up 
Seeing him hit. you’d never 
believe that 


At the extreme other end are 
those players who grow too 
nonchalant at times One of 
these was a veteran reliever 
suddenly summoned into a ball 
game against the murderer’s 
row Yankees a moment or so 
after he had bought a hot dog to 
eat in the bullpen 


"Who’s up for them'’’ 
he 
wanted to know 


Ruth,” 
answered 
the 
bullpen 
catcher, 
peering 
toward home plate 


“Here,” said the pitcher 
handing him the hot dog “Hold 
it for me I’ll be right back ’ 
He was. too.

The Constitution guarantees us all 
freedom of religion, etc., but there are 
some practices that the righteous must 
censure in whatever fashion they can 
devise 
Mrs 
Walliser, 
a 
high princess, 
declares, " I don't care what people 
think ” 
Now the formulas she follows 
are 
very potent, and she has been using 
them for eight years with supernatural 
results. 
“ I have not had to buy a pound of 
margarine 
in 
eight 
years,” 
she 
revealed. 
“ I normally spend $10 to $15 a week on 
groceries for a family of three and most 
of that is for meat,” she continued. " I 
get everything else — canned goods, 
soap, things like that — free.” 
She couldn't help boasting, “ It’s 
nothing for me to do a $100 a month I’ll 
say I earn a $1,000 a year, but it’s much 
more than that.” 
Mrs. Walliser makes her earnings by 


the crafty use of coupons and labels 
which most people throw away. One 
formula is to send a coupon and so many 
boxtops to a refunding company and a 
week or two later either cash or a piece 
of merchandise arrives in the mail. 
Another formula calls for saving 
pennies (which quickly add up to 
dollars) by buying grocery items at the 
proper time and with a coupon in hand. 
For example, a local store has 
Thousand Island dressing on sale for 29 
cents A bottle normally sells for 53 
cents. Mrs. Walliser just happens to 
have the brand’s nationally advertised 
coupon for seven cents off, so she ends 
up paying 22 cents for a 53 cents bottle. 
But it doesn’t end there because the 
bottle carries a two-for-one label which 
she will send in. The whole transaction 
will end with her getting $1.06 worth of 
salad dressing for 22 cents, excluding 
the cost of postage. 
What Mrs. Walliser is, is a refunder. 
She is one member in a growing cult of 
refunders in these United States. 
Besides 
following 
the 
refunding 
rituals, refunders publish bulletins and 
hold conventions. Mrs. Walliser, in fact, 
was on her way tc a refunder’s 
convention in Fresno when she stopped 
off in Lompoc to visit a friend. 
Professional refunders buy, sell, and 
trade coupons, but Mrs. Walliser (who 
publishes a monthly bulletin for just that 
purpose) prefers not to publicize this 
fact. Paying out hundreds of thousands 
of dollars a day in refund offers, 
refunding companies can not contend 
with coupon dealing. 
This last practice must be like real 
witchery to the companies.

Marquis Childs in his column of April 
29 tries to balance the bloodbath 
inflicted on the civilian population of 
Hue m 1968 and the bloodbaths now 
expected in all of South Vietnam against 
the American bombing of Hanoi in 1972. 
At Hue, after the communists were 
driven out, 2750 bodies were found in 
mass graves, all victims of deliberate 
murder It is believed that another 3000 
missing civilians met a similar fate. 
In his effort to show that we were 
equally evil, Childs says that in 1972 we 
“ unleashed terror bombing on a scale 
never known before" on Hanoi He says 
we carried out “ carpet bombing” for 
two weeks that “ could have very little 
relation to military targets.” He says 
much of Hanoi was razed. 
Childs is wrong 
Washington Star 
correspondent 
Tammy 
Arbuckle 
revealed that the hysterical press 
criticism of the Hanoi bombing was ill- 
founded when he visited Hanoi m 
March 1973 In a story in The Star-News 
on April 1,1973, he said the city had been 
hardly touched, because the bombing 
had been carried out against legitimate 
m ilitary targets with almost "surgical 
precision 


This was confirmed by aerial photos of 
Hanoi released on April 6, which showed 
that the city was virtually intact. 
Thirteen military targets had been 
struck, and there were five cases of 
accidental damange to non-military 
targets, none of them very extensive. 
Hanoi’s own figures showed that civilian 
casualties from the bombing were very 
light, not to be compared with the 
thousands killed by our bombing of 
German and Japanese cities in World 
War II. 


It is clear that Childs overlooked the 
analysis of the bombing that was 
possible after visitors were able to go to 
Hanoi and after the aerial photos were 
released. 
He was misled by 
the 
hysterically critical stories about the 
bombing that were published in the 
press, here and abroad, in an effort to 
force the U. S. to bring it to a halt.

Washington calling by Marquis Childs 
Truman revival 


WASHINGTON - The Harry Truman 
revival is surely one of the oddest 
exercises on nostalgia in many a long 
day. It is a warm bath in a past that we 
look back on with wistful hope that 
a mythic time in 
can somehow be 
somehow that time 
the nostalgic mood — 
re-created 
If he could have 
heard President Ford 
invoking his spirit in 
his State of the World 
address, 
the 
man 
from 
Independence 
would have had a 
hearty laugh. At the 
end of his full-term in 
1952 
Pre sid e n t 
Truman was the tar­ 
get of a Republican 
attack with few paral­ 
lels. 
Not only the peccadilloes, the mink 
coats and the deep 
freezes, but the 
Truman-Dean Acheson foreign policy, 
the “ no win” war in Korea, the firing of 
General MacArthur, all were heaped on 
his head as the Republicans saw a 
chance of 
victory. 
This was the 
McCarthyist era with Richard Nixon a 
front-line fighter against the Acheson 
“ college 
of 
cowardly 
communist 
containment.” 


President Ford was trying on the 
ruman mantle when he said, “ President 
Truman’s resolution must guide us 
today.” 
That 
was 
by 
way 
of 
underwriting 
his 
appeal for more 
military aid for South Vietnam 
Ford has many of the outward 


characteristics of Truman: a rugged, 
midwestern air of simple virtue, a 
friendly, folksy quality, an earnest 
effort to live up to the job. But he is no 
Truman. Truman was a fighter who in 
1948 trounced the Republicans with a 
bold, bare-knuckle attack defying the 
pundits and prognosticators. 
What is more, the times today bear 
little or no resemblance to the ’50s. 
Truman had the benefit of a great 
reservoir of good will around the world 
toward America. Out of America’s 
reserves of money and goods he 
presided over the Marshall Plan which 
was an act of beneficence with few 
parallels in history. 
Given the scandalous lottery of the 
vice presidency, we were luckier than 
we deserved to have Truman ready to 
take over when FDR died of a massive 
stroke just as the war in Europe was 
ending. Having been kept in almost 
complete ignorance of the behind-the- 
scenes 
events, 
including 
the 
development of the atomic bomb, he had 
to assume command at a moment of 
great peril. 
Shortly after he assumed the office, he 
went to Potsdam to meet with Stalin and 
Winston Churchill to determine the 
course of the war with Japan and the 
future peace. Revisionist historians 
have construed his role at Potsdam as 
that of a conspirator readying the cold 
war. He is accused of having withheld 
his knowledge of the successful test of 
the atomic bomb so that he could use it 
as a weapon to intimidate the Soviets. 
This seems to me a distortion of the 


record and of Truman’s character. 
He can be faulted in history for having 
used the bomb against Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki instead of demonstrating its 
terrible force on an empty island as 
many, both in and out of government, 
had urged. On the advice of the military, 
who estimated American casualties at 
more than a half million in the final 
attack on the Japanese home islands, 
the President took the decision. 
The flow of the old nostalgia has little 
to do with these grim matters. It is the 
evocation of a homespun figure who 
could come up with such advice as, "If 
you can’t stand the heat, stay out of the 
kitchen.” Merle M iller’s best selling 
"Plain Speaking,” tape recordings of 
Truman at his salty best, contributed to 
it, as did Margaret Truman Daniel’s 
loving portrait of her father. 
All this is caught up in “ Give ’em Hell 
Harry,” a sellout play at Ford’s Theater 
with James Whitmore in the role of 
Truman. President Ford at an invitation 
performance enjoyed it immensely. 
Here is the tough-minded integrity, the 
earthy humor, that emerges out of the 
nostalgic mist. 
The historians will quarrel over the 
Truman 
years 
and 
the 
fateful 
consequence of the Korean war. Was it 
Dean Acheson or was it the President 
himself who set the sights of the cold 
war with the Greek and Turkish 
doctrine? The definitive answers are a 
long way off. 
But in this interval we can take 
comfort from the spunky little bantam 
from Missouri who stood his ground 
against all comers.

Our ignorance hurt 


WASHINGTON - (N EAI - We failed 
in Vietnam for a number of good 
reasons. 
We sent men who 
had no knowledge of 
government or of Asia 
to advise in the most 
sensitive 
areas 
of 
politics. We had high 
m ilitary 
officers 
counseling 
prime 
ministers 
on 
Viet­ 
namese 
domestic 
civilian policies and 
on the appointing and 
firing of Cabinet of­ 
ficers. 
We had eager civilians, with ideals but 
no experience in political matters, 
attempting to mold South Vietnam in 
their own image and collaborating in 
Watergate-type plots to achieve noble 
ends. 
We made little attempt to understand 
Vietnamese society and customs. We 
knew and still know next to 
nothing 
about their religion and its political and 
power structure. We made no effort to 
learn their family system and its 
influence on government, the military 
and business. 
We had no understanding of the very 
large Chinese community and the role it 
played. Or the relationship of the 
French to the North Vietnamese and 
Viet Cong. 
We made no realistic search to 
determine those men and women with 
real influence in Vietnamese society. 
Rather 
we 
persistently showed 
a 
predilection for those who spoke English 
or French, those who adopted Western 
ways and those who professed to agree 
with us and our theories. 
We were little concerned with building 
those 
supporting 
institutions 
which 
make it possible for a democracy to 
work, perhaps because the men we sent 
did not know their value. 
We made no effort to understand that 
a shaky government is inevitably more 
concerned with the personal loyalty of 
its generals than with their ability — 
and therefore we devoted no time to 
solving this problem. 
It need not be emphasized that these 
civil matters are even more important 
than military strength in a guerrilla 
war. 
Our men responsible for managing

U.S. aid and military supply and 
distribution systems and for devising 
financial and monetary practices had 
little understanding of currency and 
commodity manipulation. The programs 
they instituted insured that the Viet 
Cong tax collectors and their military 
quarter-masters 
would 
secure 
the 
dollars and supplies they required in 
abundance. The French grew rich. And 
the ease with which both goods and 
funds could be diverted gave strength to 
the 
most 
corrupt 
elements 
in 
Vietnamese society. 
For a time, we had a man in Vietnam 
watching for such hanky panky — using 
investigative skills he had learned in 
Europe in World War II. His findings 
were ignored and he was sent home. 
M ilitarily, we had a surprisingly large 
number of able majors and captains in 
Vietnam, 
who learned from their 
Vietnamese associates and from the 
enemy’s successes. These men, low in 
the chain of command, had little 
influence. 
But we had, too, a surprisingly large 


number of generals and colonels caught 
up in politics and in a type of war they 
did not understand and refused to learn. 
They had been indoctrinated through 
years in military schools which put 
heavy emphasis on the U.S. Civil War, 
on conventional World War I and II 
battles 
in 
France, 
Belgium, 
the 
Netherlands and North Africa. They had 
no taste for guerrilla war. Those in their 
ranks with experience in such matters 
were pigeonholed in backwater offices 
or sent to barracks duty in the States or 
Korea. 
Our own troops fought the same type 
of war we taught the Vietnamese. Our 
air fleets chose their targets in much 
the same manner as in World War II. We 
sent billions in appropriate equipment 
and made up for our mistakes by 
expending large amounts of bombs, 
artillery shells and ammunition. The 
South 
Vietnamese 
learned 
this 
saturation technique all too well. 
This is why we failed in Vietnam. And 
this is why we may also fail in Southeast 
Asia.
